government of the United Statea Not being -a 
citizen, and being incapable from his profession 
and manner of life of taking the oath of natur- 
alization in good faith, and these facts having 
been notorious for years, it follows that the 
votes cast for him as a delegate are lost 


Gen. John F. Miller of California, who is to 


succeed Senator Booth in the>'United States sen- 
ate, is a native of Indiana. He first went to Cal- 
ifornia about the year 1850. 
He afterward re- 


turned to his native State and lived at South 
Bend. When the war broke out he raised a 
regiment and became its colonel. He rose to 
the rank of brigadier general, and was wounded, 
losing an eye at the battle of Stone River. 
He 


was in command at Nashville while Johnson 
was military governor. 
After the war he re- 


turned to California. When Johnson became 
president he appointed Gen. Miller collector of 
the port of San Francisco. His prominence in 
business circles enabled him to become one of 
-tBe founders of the Alaska Fur Seal company, 
of which he ia the president This has made 
him enormously rich. He was a member of the 
constitutional convention two years ago, but 
has held no other elective office. Senator Booth 
made no effort to be re-elected.

to a great extent Democratic objection to the 
admission of another Republican State, and 
when Judge Bennett conies before tho com- 
mittee, bo will present the following reasons 
for tho passage of the bill: The Territory is 
too large to be embraced in one State, contain- 
ingasitdoea, about 151.000 equaro milea, 
being third in size of ail the political divisions 
of tho United States, not including Alaska, only 
the States of California an,d Texas being larger.

All that 
she eould be got to admit was that the bal- 
cony scene in Borneo-and Juliet was copied 
from a painting of Antony and Cleopatra, 
which she had seen at Milan.

talk about what they are pleased to call 'the 
Abbott kiss,' " said she, "altogether forget- 
ting that if the scene is not made realistic 
it would be utterly flat, stale, and unprofit- 
able. I will not,sing roles like Traviata, of 
which I do not approve, but those which I 
do act I will act with my whole heart and 
whole soul, with all the art which God has 
given me. I have never sung yet that I 
was not accused of being in love with the 
tenor, just because I sing and act in dead 
earnest. That is what realism in art means." 


So much for the position kiss. The stu- 


dents of comparative kissing, who will, of 
course, look ovar the whole field, in a his- 
toric way, will have to take into considera- 
tion the various schools of osculation. 
There was the platonic kiss of Kellog, who 
used to fling them like icicles with her fin- 
ger tips, and as Sher Campbell once said, 
there were chilblains in them.

Bread Slaking in Spaiij. 


From the English Fanner. 
! 


The bread in the south of S pi in is delici- 


ous; it is as white as snow, clcse as cake, 
and yet very Ught; the flour is most admir- 
able, for the wheat is good and pure, and 
the bread well kneaded. 
Th) way they 


make this bread is as follows: [From large, 
long panniers filled with wheat, they take 
out a handful at a time, sorting it most 
carefully and expeditiously, and throwing 
every defective grain into another basket. 
This done, the wheat is ground between 
two circular stones, as it wa^ ground in 
Egypt 2,000 years ago, the requisite rotary 
motion being given by a blindfolded mule, 
which passes around and around with un- 
tiring patience, a bell being attached to his 
neck, which, as long as he is in movement, 
tinkles on; and when it stops he is urged to 
his duty by the shout of "arra yiula" from 
some one within hearing. When ground, 
the wheat is sifted through three sieves, 
the last of these being so fine that only the 
pure flour can pass through it; this is of a pale 
apricot color. The bread is bnado in the 
evening. It is mixed with sufficient water, 
with a little salt in it, to make it into dough; 
a very small quantity of leaven or yeast in 
one batch of household bread, as in Spain, 
would last a week for the six or eight donkey 
loads of bread they send eyerkr day from 
their oven. The dough made [is put into 
sacks and carried on the donkeys' backs to 
the oven in the centre of theT village, to 
bake it immediately after kneading. 
On 


arriving there the dough is divided into 
portions weighing three pounds each. Two 
long, narrow wooden tables on trestles are 
then placed down the room, amd a curious 
sight may be seen. About 20 nten, bakers, 
come in and range themselves on one side 
of the table. 
A lump of dough is handed 


to the nearest, which he begins kneading 
and knocking about with all his might for 
about three or four minutes, and then pass- 
es it on to his neighbor, whe d^es the same, 
and so on successively until alljhave knead- 
ed it, when it becomes as soft as new putty 
and ready for the oven. Of course, as soon 
as the first baker has handed the first lump 
to his neighbor, another lump1 is given to 
him, and so on until the whole] quantity of 
dough is kneaded by them all.

Young bulls during thk season of 
service should be generously fed and dasly 
groomed, and have from four tb six hours' 
outdoor exercise. A tight board fence is 
best for the yard, as this will |prevent the 
wear and tear of his system by keeping the 
the cattle out of sight. Bulls of so fine a 
nervous organization as the Ayrshire, when 
confined in sight of the stock, chafe and 
worry so as to debilitate their vital powers 
to too great an extent consistent with the 
duties demanded of them. During the rut- 
ting season bulls are dangerous1, and should 
be provided with A ring in the nose, and a 
guard stick.

A New Story of the Great Bnckeye Otaror. 


In a book recently published containing 


reminiscences and anecdotes of tho bar of 
Cincinnati, the following anecdote is given 
of Corwin: 


When Torn Corwin was in congress from 


the Warren county district he used to be 
disturbed very much by hearing so much 
boasting and bragging from state of Maryland 
members of the wonderful greatness of the 
eastern shore of Maryland.

This was, sub rosa,, noised about 
among members, and those in the conspir- 
acy waited for an eulogium upon the eastern 
shore. Sure enough, the orator, in due 
time, came to the "eastern shore," and, 
among other things, he proclaimed: "Look 
at the great state of Maryland, look at the 
eastern shore pf Maryland from whence I 
came! Why, it is the garden spot of crea- 
tion, and its people are the chosen ones of 
mankind.

Bread Making in Spain. 


From the English Farmer. 


The bread in the south of Spain is delici- 


ous; it is as white as snow, close as cake> 
and yet very light; the flour is most admir- 
able, for the wheat is good and pure, and 
the bread Iwell kneaded. 
The way they 


make this oread is as follows: From large, 
long panniers filled with wheat, they take 
out a handful at a time, sorting it most 
carefully ahd expeditiously, and throwing 
every defective grain into another basket. 
This donej the wheat is ground between 
two circular stones, as it was ground in 
Egjpt2,OCO years ago, the requisite rotary 
motion being given by a blindfolded mu}e, 
which passes around and around with un- 
tiring patience, a bell being attached to his 
neck, which, as long as he is in movement, 
tinkles on; and when it stops he is urged to 
his dutybythe shout of "arra mula" from 
some one within hearing. When ground, 
the wheat is sifted through three sieves, 
the last of these being so fine that only the 
pure flour can pass through it; this is of a pale 
apricot color. The bread is made in the 
evening. It is mixed with sufficient water, 
with a little salt in it, to make it into dough; 
a very small quantity of leaven or yeast in 
one batch of household bread, as in Spain, 
would last d week for the six or eight donkey 
loads of bread they send eyery day from 
their oven.' The dough made is put into 
sacks and carried on the donkeys' backs to 
the oven in| the centre of the village, to 
bake it immediately after kneading. On 
arriving there the dough is divided into 
portions weighing three pounds each. Two 
long, narroty wooden tables on trestles are 
then placed! down the room, and a curious 
sight may be seen. About 20 men, bakers, 
come in and range themselves on one side 
of the table. A lump of dough is handed 
to the nearest, which he begins kneading 
and knocking about with all his might for 
about three or four minutes, and then pass- 
es it on to his neighbor, who does the same, 
and so on successively until all have knead- 
ed it, when it becomes as soft as new putty 
and ready for the oven. Of course, as soon 
as the first baker has handed the first lump 
to his neighbor, another lump is given to 
him, and so on until the whole quantity of 
dough is kneaded by them all. The bakers' 
wives and daughters shape the loaves for 
the oven, and some of them are very small. 
Thev are baked immediately.

Bread Making in Spain. 


From the English Farmer. 


The bread in the south of Spain is delici- 


ous; itr is as white as snow, close as cake, 
and yet veiy light; the flour is most admir- 
able, for the wheat is good and pure, and 
the bread well kneaded. 
The way they 


make this bread is as follows: From large, 
long panniers | filled with wheat, they take 
out a handful at a time, sorting it most 
carefully and expeditiously, and throwing 
every defective grain into another basket. 
This done, tbe wheat is ground between 
two circular stones, as it was ground in 
Egypt 2,000 years ago, tbe requisite rotary 
motion being given by ii blindfolded mule, 
which passes around and around with un- 
tiring patience, a bell being attached to his 
neck, which, as long as he is in movement, 
tinkles on; and when it stops he is urged to 
his duty by the shout of "arra mula" from 
some one within hearing. When ground, 
the wheat is sifted through three sieves, 
the last of these being so fine that only the 
pure flour can pass through it; this is of a pale 
apricot color. The bread is made in the 
evening. It is mixed with sufficient water, 
with a little salt in it, to make it into dough; 
a very small quantity of leaven or yeast in 
one batch of household bread, as in Spain, 
would last a week for the six or eight donkey 
loads of bread they send eyery day from 
their oven. The dough made is put into 
sacks and carried on tho donkeys' backs to 
the oven in the centre of the village, to 
bake it immediately after kneading. 
On 


arriving there the dough is divided into 
portions weighing three pounds each. Two 
long, narrow wooden tables on trestles are 
then placed down the rOom, and a curious 
sight may be seen. About 20 men, bakers, 
come in and range themselves on one side 
of the table. A lump of dough is handed 
to the nearest,1 which he begins kneading 
and knocking about with all his might for 
about three or four minutes, and then pass- 
es it on to his neighbor, whe does the same, 
and so on successively until all have knead- 
ed it, when it becomes as soft a& new putty 
and ready for the oven. Of course, as soon 
as the first baker has handed the first lump 
to his neighbor, another lump is given to 
him, and so ou until the whole quantity of 
dough is kneaded by them all. The bakers' 
wives and daughters shape the loaves for 
the oven, and some of them are very small.

Nor should he be confined to a close 
stall, shut cut from sunshine and deprivec 
of healthful exercise out of doors. A fair 
sized, strong yard should be provided. 
A 


yearling bull, where only one service is 
permitted when required, can serve tweuly- 
tivo to thirty cows, if managed with judg- 
ment. Young bulls during the season oJ 
service should be generously fed and daily 
groomed, and have from four to six hours' 
outdoor exercise. A tight board fence is 
best for the y.ird. as this will prevent the 
wear and tear of his system by keeping the 
tho cattle out of sight. Bulls of BO fine a 
nervous organization as the Ayrshire, when 
confined in sight of the stock, chafe and 
worry so us to debilitate their vital powers 
to too great an extent consistent with the 
duties demanded of them. During the rut- 
ting season bulls are dangerous, and should 
be provided with a ring in the nose, and a 
guard stick. 
In fact, bulls should never 


be rusted nor handled without this safety- 
check or guard.

Some Reminiscences of Thackeray. 


January Atlantic. 


When I saw Mr, Thackeray pass our car- 


riage door I knew him, and therefore cap- 
tured him. Desirous of making way for 
him, I remarked to my fellow.-travelers, a 
Frenchman and his wife, "I would like to 
make a place for Mr. Thackeray." The fact 
that I named Mr. Thackeray made no im- 
pression, apparently, on my French friends. 
I annotated my rerjaark by saying, "Mr. 
Thackeray, the celebrated English author." 
Same indifference. I Having j hailed Mr. 
Thackeray and got him installed, as a pre- 
liminary remark I referred to my effort to 
explain"his status tol my neighbors, and to 
the impression I had| made. 
I 


He laughed, and said: "Oh, it takes fifty 


years for an English reputation! to travel to 
France." (Indeed, Hclmething strongly con- 
firming that view happened only last year. 
To a congress of literary men called to meet 
in Paiis, invitations Were sent1 out to for- 
eign authors of distinction to be present, 
and among them to Thackeray and Dickens!) 
He discussed the reasons for the American 
Kevolution, claiming that tho resistance of 
our ancestors to tho titamp act was unjusti- 
fiable. "I am afraid the case for the defense 
was weak, for at that'time, being a college 
graduate, I think I had studied almost every- 
thing a man ought to know for Ithe literary 
salvation except American history. 


The interest of the' conversation centered 


on his treatment of women in his works. 
It being represented that he took a low view 
of female character, mis reply literuly was, 


"Would you have mo describe them other 


you have me describf them other than they 
they are?" That of course provoked a discus- 
sion as to the facts. Ho became oomuni- 
cative about himself: he spoke of his can- 
didacy for parliament, what it cost him—a 
large amount of money, which he named. 
He stood for the University of Oxford, and

bribery. I asked hi m how they took his 
treatment of the Gejorges in England, in 
those killing lectures. Ho said the aristoc- 
racy had cut him. He spoke particularly 
of Lord Wensleydale, the Baron Parke of 
the law yers. He and fWensleydale had long 
been friends, "but afjter the lectures," said 
Thackery, "he cut me completely." 


I remarked to Mr. Thackeray | that he had 


ventured no criticisms upon our people af- 
ter his return home; and that I should be 
glad to know what displeased him most in 
our ways. He replied promptly, "the abuse 
heaped by the newspapers on one another; 
and it wasn't cleverly 'done, with the excep- 
tion of a Philadelphiajeditor, and I toldhim 
to keep watch on him. 
If Mr. Thackeray 


could come again, whjit would he say? The 
remarks which were, perhaps, of the deep- 
est interest related to |tho style of authors. 
One sentence can never bo forgotten: "If 
I were to write as I would like, I would 
adopt tho style of Fielding and Smollet; 
but society would not tolerate it." 


The discussion no'v going on between 


realism or naturalism i.nd sentimentalism or 
idealism is here fores] ladowed. Of course 
we condemn much that Fielding and Smol- 
lett wrote, and what Zola writes, because 
they speak too plainly, grossly, if you like; 
but it remains essentially true that their 
style, as a style, is noy fighting for recogni- 
tion with some chance of su.jess. 


Thackeray has, to my mind, not only 


been influenced in hid style by his models, 
Fielding and Smollejtt. but by the style in 
which fiction is treated by the best French 
authors. The condensed, incisive, epigram- 
matic, and natural style of Thackeray is 
clearly characteristic of the modern French 
school of fiction. 


A City With One Hundred Thousand Dogs-- 


The Sultan's Ladies Lacking in Personal 
Loveliness, and Minus Carters. 


Correspondence Baltimore American. 


The population bf Constantinople is prob- 


ably between 500,000 and 600,000 inhabi- 
tants, and its harbor is said to be, the finest 
in tho world. The lands also around it, 
both in Asiatic as well as European Turkey, 
are of the most productive character; and to 
the indolent, lazy Turk, who only scratches 
the soil, it yields an abundant return. The 
city is very irregular, with narrow, dirty 
streets, and paved'with such heavy bowlders 
that in a large majority of them it is impos- 
sible for a carriage to be driven. The first 
place we went to see was the Seraglio, or 
Palace of the Sultans. It is very simple in 
its construction, and is said to occupy the 
spot where was originally the Augustan Fo- 
rum. It has three gates, and of them called the 


"Gate of Salvation." We took carriage 


also and visited the mosque of St. Sophia, 
which is situated near the gate of the Se- 
raglio, and said to have been built by Jua- 
tinean, and distinguished by six green jas- 
per pillars, and eight of porphyry, brought 
from Ephesus and Borne. When we enter- 
ed the mosque I declined to take 6ff my 
shoes ,but a little backshish made it all [right, 
and I put a pair of slippers over them. 
This mosque is dedicated to the Eternal 
Wisdom, and it was in the church on 
this site where the "golden-mouthed" 
Chrytodom delivered his renowned, faith- 
ful and eloquent discourses. • The mosque 
of St. Sophia is really very beautiful on the 
inside; and while there are probably more 
than a dozen others, yet when you see this 
you will about have enough of mosques;and 
this, I believe, w the only one that was left 
standing at the time the «ity was captured 
by the Turks. Not far from the St. Sophia 
is a very high building called the Fire 
Tower, from which, when1 a fire breaks out, 
signals are thrown out to indicate the locaU 
ity of the fire. And I am told from this 
tower also you can have a magnificent view 
of the city and its surroundings, including 
Bosporus, tho Golden Horn and the Sea of 
Marmora. I have heard a great deal of the 
numberless dogs roaming about the streets 
of Constantinople, 
and in this 
in- 


stance it was not exaggerated. To speak 
within bounds, 1 should say there were at 
least 100,000 dogs in the city, and I have 
seen as many as fourteen of them stretched 
out in the street at one place. They are so 
lazy—and the streets so narrow—that when 
they stretch themselves out, tail and 
all, it is almost impossible to pass along 
with a carriage without driving- over their 
tails, and when you do so they set up such 
yelping cry as to arouse the entire neigh- 
borhood. " They seem to the stranger to be 
a horrible nuisance; but as the city has no 
sanitary regulations, it is necessary, I sup- 
pose, 
to keep the dirty dogs to clear 


away 
the 
filth 
of the 
more dirty 


Turks. 
It is astonishing to see the 


number 
of 
idle 
unproductives 
that 


the city contains; and priests—why, to use 
a common expression, the whole cyoods are 
full of them, mostly Mohammedans and 
Greeks. I was told by a gentleman that 
there were not less than 60,000 priests in 
Constantinople. This may be an exagger- 
ation, but it seems to me that every third 
man you meet, is a priest. 
The natives 


here live in the plainestand most inexpen- 
sive way; all they want is a piece of coarse 
brown bread and a small bunch of grapes 
with a cup of Turkish coffee, to last them 
almost the entire day. 
Being ia the city 


on Friday, we took a carriage and drove 
down to the Sultan's palace—or, rather, in 
the neighborhood of. the palace and near 
the mosque where he resorts every Friday 
for prayers. 
We were there quite early, 


and consequently had to wait for some time 
before his Highness made his appearance. 
All great men have an idea that the longer 
they keep the populace in waiting on their 
movements the greater th^y appear; and 
this poor creature being silly as well as 
great, 
of 
course 
had 
to 
overdo 


tho 
thing. 
The 
soldiers long before 


his 
appearance, 
had 
formed 
them- 


selves into line, several bands discoursed 
national music, and then came tho state car- 
riages, filled with veiled Circassian and 
Turkish women, attended by the tall, 
straight, beardless eunuchs from Nubia and 
Upper Egvpt; then tho soldiers formed 
themselves in line from the palace gate to 
the mosque, and men attired in livery swept 
and watered the streets, and at last the Sul- 
tan was announced by music and the shouts 
of "Long live the Sultan!" I had a good op- 
portunity to observe the Sultan. He was 
rather below the ordinary height, and, al- 
though careworn and dejected, he was quite 
a good-looking man. He was dressed with 
a good deal of taste, and wore upon his head, 
of course, the Turkish fez. I had also, from 
the position of our carriage, being in front, 
a good opportunity to observe the women; 
and, while a few of them seemed rather goou 
looking, the most of them were ugly, clumsy 
creatures. They were not tidy, either; their 
dresses were loose and their shoes were 
clumsy, and their stockings were not fasten- 
ed with garters, and, having slipped down, 
exposed their big ankles, and I came to the 
conclusion that there are very few of the 
neat, trim thoroughbreds now left among 
the Turkish women..

Some Account of Boflichild's $160,000 Goble.t 


Baron Charles de Rothschild, of Frank- 


fort, has recently purchased for the enor- 
mous s)rm of 800,000 francs ($160,000), a 
silver gilt cup by the celebrated Jammitzer, 
which is said to be a marvelous work of art. 
This sukn, according to the Chronique des 
Arts, isi as far as is known, the largestprice 
ever paid in modern times for a single ob- 
ject of art. The work is a eentrepiece of 
a table service. The foot is composed of a 
rock entirely covered with grasses and field 
flowers! on which disport themselves bee- 
tles, little lizards, locusts and snails. From" 
this rises the figure of a woman, emblem- 
atizing: tjie earth and bending in eloquent 
poise, as she supports on her head and 
hands a tall chalice, decorated with gro- 
tesques' and topped by a cover, which ter- 
minates in a vase in the form of a baluster, 
from which springs a buach of leaves and 
flowers. The silver gilt of which the cup is 
made has ornaments in opaque and trans - 
luent enamels. The goldsmithery of the 
sixteenth century is said to offer nothing

Scientific Scintehitions. 


Some additional experiments made 


France on transmitting power by belting 
show that the elongation produced by a 
tensile strain is in no respect proportional 
to that strain, but increases always less 
rapidly than the tension. These experi- 
ment were made by cutting from a, leather 
belt, or from the hide, a strip aborft thirty 
inches long and two and a half wide, fur- 
ther subdivided into three or four narrower 
thongs, for testing in different ways: So 
carefully were the processes and calcula- 
tions conducted, that any probable errors 
involved in the results arrived at did not, it 
is estimated, exceed two per cent. 


At the meeting of the French Academy 


of Science, November 8, M. Morinde de- 
scribed the preparation of a new chemical 
food, "Nutricine." Eaw mefit frcod from 
bones and tendons, is passed into suitably 
machines with bread or other aliinentare 
of like nature. The mixture is dried, then 
pulverized and sifted, and the powder re- 
sulting 
is of a gray or 
yellowish 


color, of an agreeable taste. With albumen, 
fats, or gummed water, solid cakes may bo 
made of it, to bo afterward employed for 
soups, sauces, etc. Nutricine is describee 
as very nutricious, and as keeping for an in- 
finite time if not exposed to moisture or too 
great a heat. 
Soap-stone powder, in the form of dnst 


is coming more and more into use as c 
lubricant of the axles of machines. For 
this purpose, it is first reduced to a very 
fine condition, then washed to remove al 
gritty particles, then steeped a short time 
in dilute muriatic acid, in which itisstirre< 
until all particles of iron which it contains 
are entirely dissolved. The powder is then 
washed in pure water again, to remove al 
traces of acid, after which it is dried, and ii 
the purified steatite powder used for lubri 
cation. It is not employed alone, but ii 
mixed with oils and fats, in tho proportion 
of about thirty-five per cent, of powde 
added to paraffine, rape, or other oil. 


The recent introduction of a clock dial, 


the hands of which are actuated by elec- 
tricity — thus rendering it practicable 
to 


carry* the time from one fetundard clock to 
a multitude of dials placed at any distance 
apart but connected by wires— is described 
bv all the London journals. The mechan- 
is'm is very simple, consisting of a ratchet. 
wheel in connection with the usual hour and 
minute wheels, and an electro magnet, the 
armature of which acts upon tho ratchet; on 
the axis of the driving clock's minute wheel 
are four studs, which, of course, pass a 
given point at quarter-minute intervals, and 
at this point is a catoh, contact with which 
completes an electrical circuit, causing each 
electro-magnet in that circuit to clutch it^ 
armature. This movement causes the min- 
ute hand on each dial to go forward fifteen 
seconds.

On their 
respective divisions they will have charge 
of the location, construction and repairs of 
bridges, buildings, water stations and other 
structures, the location of tracks, also of 
buildings to be erected by private parties 
upon railroad grounds. N. D. Miller hav-
